LINCOLN HIGHWAY 


NOT 1O BE DIVERTED. 


That the Lincoln Memorial Highway 


will not be diverted from the original 
route as planned by tbe Highway Asso- 
ciation seems quite evident from tbe let- 
ter recently received by the Secretary of 
the York Chamber of Commerce. Vice 
President A. £. Pardington, of Chicago, 
who is also Secretary of the Lincon High- 
way Association states that while there is 
agitation in Washington and Baltimore 
to change the route so as to have it pass 
through these two cities, the decision of 
the board of diiectors in tbe approval of 
the original route is final and that it is 
the disposition of the directors tn sit tight. 
The national association is n~t in any 
way whatever connected with any organ- 
ization or body in the country and it is 
said, that the influence will be of no avail 
in having the proposed change brought 
about. The original route from Philidel 
phia, through Lancaster, York, New Ox 
ford and Gettysburg and on West has 
been marked and is now generally recog- 
nized by tourists as the Lincoln High- 
way.

Load of Grain Burned *

A •form which (or seventy oi electrics! 


discharge* seldom haa been equaled here, 
swept over town and county beginning 
about 9:45 on Friday night and for sever- 
al hour* kept the heaven* illuminated, 
while heavy perils kept booming from ev 
ery direction. In this immediate vicinity 
no material damage was done, but in dif- 
ferent part* of tbe county, fired three 
barns in addition to doing a great deal of 
minor damage. 


Daring the height of the storm the barn 


on the farm of George Smick, at Ground 
Oak church, between Idaville and York 
Spring, was struck and fired.

Her gown was composed of creamy 
lace and it was finished oft with a 
wide sash of electric-blue velvet rib­ 
bon. 


At the same »ball the Marquise della 
Torre wore an emerald green trans­ 
formation and Mile, de Yturbe, the 
beautiful mother, wore hair in a pe­ 
culiar shade of tangerine orange, a 
large rose of the same color being 
thrust into her waist belt. 


At the opera a lovely Russian 
woman wore a dark blue transforma­ 
tion with an embroidered gown in the 
same shade.

Needless to say, only the most sue* 
pie materiel* can be used for gowns of 
this order, crepe de chine, oriental 
satin, embroidered chiffon, silk mus­ 
lin, etc, 


At the opera I ea# a pretty woman 
wearing a narrow band of black vet« 
vet around her throat; the hair was 
cleverly powdered, It was not all pure 
white, bat at the aides a quantity of 
sliver white powder was applied. 


At the back the hair was rather 
dark, and It was dresseA flat agalnat 
the head and held In place by a dia­ 
mond comb, A curious diamond clasp 
caught down the high mount of white 
heron quills. 


Thla effective headdress was worn 
with a mermald-gown In glittering jet. 
Thla gown wee finished with a long 
pointed train, and the upper part of 
the corsage waa compoaed of,flesh- 
pink tulle. In thla caae alao a grace* 
ful acarf-drapery of eobweb black laee 
waa worn, 


Theae long lace acarf-draperlea are 
becoming very fashionable. They are 
thrown on over any evening gown and 
since they are arranged In a sort of 
capuchin hood at the back, finished 
with a heavy tasrel, they fail In long 
straight lines, which are very flatter­ 
ing to a full flgure. 
In front these 
scarf-draperles are allowed to fall 
straight to the hem of the skirt, or

Effective 'Hairdressing. 


The head sketched shows a new 
style of hairdressing which leaves a 
little straight fringe on the forehead. 
Mile. Forzanne, a well-known Parisian 
beauty, introduced this style of hair­ 
dressing and it has quickly become 
popular. 
This fringe, which is very 
light, makes a change from the now 
almost universal bare forehead. 


The hair shown in this sketch is 
dressed high on the head at the back 
and it is softly drawn back from the 
sides, while a few stray curls are 
made to cover the ears. 


All the new evening corsages give 
the impression of being extremely de­ 
collete. 
And in reality these dainty 
garments are bo small that it seems 
hardly worth while to speak of them. 
But then it must be remembered that

High medicls frills or collars appear 
on many of the new evening dresses 
and these collars either frame the 
face or the shoulders, that.is to say 
they are attached to a semlhlgh trans­ 
parent bodice or (o one which merely 
outlines tho shoulders.—Idalia de VII- 
llers in the Boston Globe,

The kilted skirt is also In evidence 
once more, and doubtless has come to 
stay/ At present the kilts are usually 
stitched to within a few inches of the 
hem, as In the charming frocks worn

The two 
men had been hunting wildcats with 
dogs and had killed two of the ani- 
mals. 
They were standing under a 


tree when Mr. Ryer chanced to look 
upward. 


Perched on a branch, directly above 


the game warden, was another cat, as 
large again aa either of those that had 
been killed. The animal was creeping 
slowly forward, his lips drawn back 
over his glittering teeth, and the look 
of a demon in his savage face. Just 
as Ryer's eye caught the cat the ani- 
mal gave a start and leaped full for 
Warden Hodgkins, still unconscious of 
his danger. 
Ryer, shouting a hasty 


cry of warning, whipped his 38 caliber 
revolver from his holster and fired 
while the cat was in the air. The bul- 
let struck the animal between the eyes 
and he dropped on the snow, dead. 


"It was the closest call I ever had 


and I never want another like it," 
Warden Hodgkins said in telling of 
the affair. 


While Warden Hodgkins was snow- 


shoeing through a swamp between 
Forest and Eaton last winter he found 
the carcasses of two deer, nearly de- 
voured by wildcats. 
He hastened to 


Forest, where he told William Ryer, 
who has hunted the animals for 51 
years in Nova Scotia, and who has 
killed many of them, as well as bears, 
with his dogs in this vicinity.

her to death without warning. He then 
tried to end his own life but failed. On 
Thursday night he maue the statement, 
“Let the hereafter take care of itself, I 
am not worried. What do I care about 
death, but—my children.0

Use and Abuie of Cocoa, 


Cocoa, the “wonder plant oX the 
Andes,” known also as the "divine 
plant,” should not be confounded with 
the seeds of the palm. Theobroma ca­ 
cao, which are cocoa or chocolate 
beans. The latest bulletin of the Pan- 
American union describes the planta* 
tions on which the leaves of this 
shrub, resembling the blackthorn bush 
of the United States, are grown to 
feed the cocaine factories of Peru and 
Bolivia, 
Whether the chewing ofi 
the leaves by the natives is harmful 
seems stilJs debatable, for the article 
quotes Dr, W. Golden Mortimer, who 
spent four yoars Investigating cocoa 
and its influences, as follows: 


"As to the value of cocoa, there 
cannot bo the slightest douljt. 
. 
. 
, 
The evils from cocaine have arisen 
from its pernicious use, in unguard­ 
ed doses, where used hypodermically 
or locally for anesthesia, when an ex­ 
cessive dose has often been adminis­ 
tered, without estimating the amount 
of alkaloid that would be absorbed, 
and which might result in systematic 
symptoms.”

Protestants 
have no objection to singing Cardinal 
Newman's "Lead, Kindly Ldght," and 
evangelical Christians unite in sing- 
ing "Nearer, My God, to Thee," writ- 
ten by a Unitarian. Music eliminates 
doctrinal 
differences. 
Theological 


statements emphasize them. Perhaps 
the chief value of the hymnal la ita 
contribution to church unity.

melody of church hymns might bo 
greatly improved, as well aa the liter- 
ary value.
